ORDER 

New Delhi, the 21 st November 1959 

S.O. 2595.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that an industrial 
dispute exnt3 between the employers in relation to the Press Trust of India 
Limited, Bombay, and their workmen regarding the matters specified in the 
Schedule hereto annexed end that the dispute is of such a nature that industrial 
establishments situated in more than one State are likely to be interested in, or 
affected by, such dispute; 

And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that the dispute should 
be adjudicated by a National Tribunal; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1A) of 
Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby refers the said dispute to the National Tribunal constituted by the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour and Employ¬ 
ment No. S.O. 2594, dated the 21st November, 1959, for adjudication. 

Schedule 


(1) Whether the workmen, namely, the employees of the Press Trust of India 
should be given terms of employment in respect of grades and scales of sala¬ 
ries, dearness and other allowances, provident fund, gratuity leave probation 
and age of retirement which are more favourable than those to which they are 
entitled under the agreements between them and their employers dated the 3rd 
July, 1955 and the 4th December, 1958; and in the case of the said employees 
who are working journalists under the notification No. S O 1257 dated the 29th 
May, 1959, issued by the Ministry of Labour and Employment. 

(2) To what reliefs are the said employees entitled?
